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DETAILED ACTION 

The examiner apologies to the applicant, after reviewing the claims and updating the 
search, new issues were discovered. Therefore, another office action has been generated. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of matter, or 
any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this title. 

I. Claims 1-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed 
to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 1-27 are directed to manipulation of data in memory. 
After the packets are processed if the data is transmit data then the data needs to be transmitted 
over a communication link to a receiver (or router) or if the data is receive data then the data 
needs to be assembled into a message and transmitted to the client or user. The examiner 
interprets the present claims as only processing the data in memory without performing a usefiil 
function. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of apphcation for patent in the United States. 

II. Claims 1-7, 15-17, and 23-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wagner et al. (US 5,949,891) hereinafter Wagner. 

1 . Regarding claims 1 and 15 - Wagner discloses assigning a first communication packet to 
a first communication data structure which is unique to a first connection that comprises said 
first conmiunication packet, Wagner classifies the packet depending on whether the call is an 
audio/video conference for a LAN or ISDN and furthermore classified for audio or video 
processing and finally for receive or transmit audio or video, refer to Figures 5,7, 10, 14, 15, and 
16, and column 5 line 17 to column 9 line 35. 

Wagner discloses selecting a first event list fi-om a database, said first event list selected 
based on a classification of said first communication packet, said first event list identifying a first 
plurality of communication modules specific for said first connection and an ordering thereof, 
and processing said first communication packet through said first plurality of communication 
modules based on said ordering, Wagner discloses API's which act as event lists that process the 
packets, refer to Figures 7, and column 13 line 13 to column 16 line 50 and Figure 18 and 
column 30 line 45 to column 32 line 40. 

2. Regarding claims 2 and 16 - Wagner discloses classifying said first communication 
packet to determine which communication modules are required for processing thereof, said 
classifying performed before said selecting, Wagner classifies the packet depending on whether 
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the call is an audio/video conference for a LAN or ISDN and furthermore classified for audio or 
video processing and finally for receive or transmit audio or video, refer to Figures 5,7, 10, 14, 
15, and 16, and column 5 line 17 to column 9 line 35. 

3. Regarding claim 3 - Wagner discloses said first communication packet is an initial 
communication packet of a plurality of communication packets of said first connection, Wagner 
discloses setting up the call and initial packet processing, refer to Figure 7 and API 506, column 
13 line 13 to column 15 line 45. 

4. Regarding claims 4 and 17 - Wagner discloses said first communication packet is an 
initial communication packet of a plurality of communication packets of said first connection 
accessing said first communication data structure to identify said first event list associated with 
said first connection; processing said second communication packet through said plurality of 
communication modules based on said ordering, Wagner discloses API's which act as event lists 
that process the packets, refer to Figures 7, and column 13 line 13 to column 16 line 50 and 
Figure 18 and column 30 line 45 to column 32 line 40. 

5. Regarding claims 5 and 25 - Wagner discloses said communication modules comprise 
function call interfaces (APIs), refer to Figure 7 and API 506, column 13 line 13 to column 15 
line 45. 
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6. Regarding claims 6 and 7 and 26 and 27 - Wagner discloses said communication packets 
are send and receive communication packets, refer to Figures 5, 7, 10, 14, 15, and 16, and 
column 5 line 17 to column 9 line 35. 

7. Regarding claim 23 - a) a first plurality of communication modules for processing 
communication packets, b) a database comprising: a first event list indicating a second plurality 
of communication modules for processing communication packets and an ordering thereof and 
wherein said second plurality is a subset of said first plurality; and a second event list indicating 
a third plurality of communication modules for processing communication packets and an 
ordering thereof and wherein said third plurality is a subset of said first plurality and is different 
from said second plurality, Wagner discloses API's which act as event lists that process the 
packets, refer to Figures 7, and column 13 line 13 to column 16 line 50 and Figure 18 and 
column 30 line 45 to column 32 line 40. 

c) a classifier for classifying respective communication packets and based thereon for 
assigning respective communication packets to one of said first and second event lists for 
processing thereof and wherein communication packets of a common communication connection 
are processed through the same event list, Wagner classifies the packet depending on whether the 
call is an audio/video conference for a LAN or ISDN and furthermore classified for audio or 
video processing and finally for receive or transmit audio or video, refer to Figures 5,7, 10, 14, 
15, and 16, and column 5 line 17 to column 9 line 35. 
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8. Regarding claim 24 - Wagner discloses a plurality of data structures, each data structure 
associated with a respective communication connection and indicating an event list to be used for 
processing communication packets of said respective communication connection Wagner 
classifies the packet depending on whether the call is an audio/video conference for a LAN or 

ISDN and furthermore classified for audio or video processing and finally for receive or transmit 
audio or video, refer to Figures 5, 7, 10, 14, 15, and 16, and column 5 line 17 to column 9 line 
35. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-14 and 18-22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
